I enjoyed reading Mr. Maynard's 
journal of his trip to Rochester, 
Buffalo and Canada. Hut in tell- 
ing of his experience in meeting so 
many who use the manual alpha- 
bet exclusively, I fear he is too 
hasty in finding fault with its use. 

Says he: "There is no wit or re- 
partee- nor very little expression 
put into the continual spelling with- 
out Ihe force of syllables, emphasis, 
exclamation orexultation, so visible 
in the language of the deaf 'when 
the alphabet and signs ate used in 
a combined way." 

I was educated in the same way 
as Mr. Maynard, viz., by the com- 
bined method, and when 1 came 
here first (15 yeais ago) I arrived 
al exactly the same conclusions 
that he has. Hut aftei living here 
so long and mingling with the 
"spellers," I have learned to see 
the beauty and advantage, not only 
of the ay t e rn of education, but of 
the mode of couveisalion carried 
on. Could Mr. Maynard spend 
more time here and get on more in- 
timate relations with the mode of 
conversation carried on among the 
deaf here, he would be delighted 
with the force of emphasis, ex- 
clamation, etc., (.ut into the con- 
versation. When you talk as the 
deaf de here, you are continually 
using your mother language, and 
therefore think and reason in it, 
whereas, when you use the sign 
language, you use an entirely for- 
eign language — n language devoid 
of any literature of its own — a lan- 
guage more like the Chinese, which 
yet cannot be transcribed on paper. 
I have seen some poems rendered 
in this manual spelling method, 
and it was a revelation to me of its 
possibilities. Cadence, rhythm as 
well as rhyme, and the very words 

of the nni'tn itself were rendered in 
a way that delighted and fascinated 
me. I don't deny the beauties and 
excellences of the sign language, 
particularly for use on the platform 
and in religious services, but to a 
semi-mate and one trained to use 
the English language exclusively, 
the manual alphabet is tar more 
preferable for all other ordinary 
use. During the recenl convention 
here, J happened to notice a .certain 
deaf teacher, a semi-mute, a perfect 
master of Ihe sign language, sitting 
back with his head tipped so that 
he could see Dr. Westervelt, as he 
quietly interpreted an oral address 
to a number of his former pupils 
grouped around him. He preferred 
the address interpreted in the very 
words of the speaker rather than 
that as Interpreted into the sign 
language by the official interpreter. 
I am sure that Mi. Maynard with 
more familiarity with the method of 
conversation carried on hero, will 
see that there is probably about as 
much emphasis, force, etc., as in 
■poteen language.

Some idea of the great consump- 
tion of eggs by New Yoikers may 
be had from the fact that hundreds 
of millions of eggs are shipped into 
this city annually from all parts of 
the country. Most of the eggs 
used hero come from the Western 
States. A large quantity, however, 
come from Canada and the Biitish 
provinces, while no inconsiderable 
number find their way to this mar- 
ket from such places as Hungary, 
Labrador and China. 

Various methods are employed 
in shipping eggs to this market. 
They may be packed in lime or 
sawdust or carefully assorted in 
little pasteboard compartmet.is, but 
in whatever shape they arrive the 
eggs are invariably submitted to 
the rigid scrutiny of the retailer. 

Tho candling process consists In 
holding each egg before a lighted 
candle. As this work is performed 
in a darkened room, the spots or 
discolorations are easily detected, 
and those "spotted," or tainted, 
eggs are placed to one side. 

Bail eggs many be divided into 
three classes rotten, spotted and 
cracked. These are designated by 
Hie egg merchants as "rots," 
"spots," and "cracks," and are, of 
course, disposed of at roduced 
rates. 

The cracked eggs, being other- 
wise perfectly good, are usually 
bought for restaurants and baker- 
ies, although these, too, purchase 
the "spots," which are considered 
good enough for omelets 

or ordinary pastry. Some of the 
cheap restarurauts, though, rarely 
use any other than spotted eggs, 

Eggs that are particuarly bad are 
sold to pedlers, who pay from three 
to five cents a dozen for them. 
These find their way into the tene- 
ment districts, where they are 
■old by the Quart, It Is hard to 
conceive of a large number of taint- 
ed eggs, broken into large cans and 
then peddled out in liquid form, 
yet such is the fact. 

Eggs have other uses, too. They 
are sometimes used for cleaning 
jewelry, and for this purpose "bad" 
eggs are as good as any other kind. 

It might bo mentioned that some 
eggs are DOt even eggs, to Bay no- 
thing of their quality, an enterpris- 
ing Jerseyman having, it would 
seem, once invented a process by 
which eggs, or what appeared to bo 
cg«N, could be made from certain 
kinds of paste and corn meal. 
These were even dangerous to use, 
as they would splinter and fly about 
in all directions when dropped up- 
on a hot frying pan. It is not 
known whether such eggs are now 
in the market, but, on general 
principles, it is always well to ex- 
ercise a little caution In buying 
this particular food product. 

As to the eggs sent here from 
China, these are, as a rule, duck 
eggs, and are much prized by the 
Mott Street Celestials. Even Lab- 
rador contributes its quota of "hen 
fruit" to this market, but these eggs 
are mostly laid by the wild sea fowl 
along the coast and aro not much 
sought after, as their flavor is con- 
sidered poor.

NI»r»yr» or the Pole. 

During the nineteenth century, 
two hundred ships have perished in 
Arctic exploration, over thirty mil- 
lion dollars have been spent, and 
numberless lives have been lost — 
but i he mystery of the Pole lemains 
unsolved. 

The D eut sche Hemic contains 
a mosl interesting article by the 
Marquis do Nadaillac upon the 
martyrs of the North Pole. The 
nineteenth century closed with ex- 
peditions of Qreely, De Long, 
Jackson, Peary, Nanseu, Andree, 
and the Duke of Abruzzi; and the 
prize of the greatest effort was a 
few more miles of ice-field conquer- 
ed, and the attainment to the high- 
est point yel reached, 83 deg. 33 
min. 4!> see. north latitude. This 
was done by Captain Cagni, 
Abruzzi's lieutenant. Three men 
in his expedition were lost and 
never again seen. And ree's project 
was condemned by the highest 
authorities as quite impossible, and 
the writer considers that after such 
a clear sign from heaven as was 
given by continuous contrary winds 
dining a whole year, Andree should 
have desisted. His two companions 
did do so; but he had so many 
oilers to (ill their places that he 
could pick and choose as he liked. 
1 1 was said that an American news- 
paper offered him $20,000 to take 
one of its editors! Kumois of the 
discovery of the skeletons of the 
bold explorers were many, but 
none proved authentic Sverdrup, 
howevers, seems to have achieved 
the greatest measure of success of 

all. He was captain of the " Pram'" 

in Hansen's expedition. On that 
occasion, staying quietly on his 
ship, he penetrated almost as far 
north as did Nansen with fearful 
labor and privation. A second time 
he essayed to conquer the prob- 
lems of the Pole in the " Fram." 
lie solved many important pro- 
blems. Ho upset the theory that 
there was no land between America 
and Asia by the discovery of three 
islands. Sir Clements Markham, 
president of the Royal Geographical 
Society, spoke enthusiastically of 
Sverdrup, but strongly deprecated 
the costly expedition which the 
various nations sent out in rivalry 
without any system of co-operation. 
He considers future North Pole ex- 
peditions as worthless; useless for 
geographical purposes: useless from 
the naturalist's point of view. 

Sverdrup ought, perhaps not to be 
considered a martyr of the North 
Pole. He bad a well-built ship under 
him all the time Peary has proved 
by far the most energetic and per- 
sistent of Arctic explorers. He 
look his wife with him on his first 
expedition, during which a daughter 
was born to them. In all, he made 
i expeditions, ami discovered 
that Greenland was an Island, The

The re- 
bound from too strict training is 
sometimes a very serious matter, 
and one which it is of the utmost 
importance for parents to guard 
against. It is too late in this day 
and age of the world to keep ehil- 
dren in ignorance; and absolute 
subjection is only possible where 
the degree of intelligence is low 
It is useless for parents to say what 
was done when they were young.
